BOSTON, Oct. 29—Adlai E. 
Stevenson said today the posi- 
tion of President Eisenhower in 
favor of continuing the tests of 
hydrogen super-bombs is one of 
“hopeless defeatism.” 

The Democratic presidential 
candidate, in a statement handed 
to reporters shortly after his 

ciartered airplane landed at 
Sosten after a flight from 
Phoenix, Ariz., early this morn- 
ing dismissed the Administra- 
tion’s Oct. 23 ‘ ‘white paper” on 
the H-bomb as “no more than 
a campaign pamphlet... re- 
markable for misstatements and 
distortions.” 

“The President is not only 
hostile to new constructive 
thinking by others on how to 
save the world from hydrogen 
devastation,” Stevenson said, 
“but he quite clearly has no 
creative or hopeful ideas of his 
own in this critical field. As in 
80 many other fields, the Pres- 
ident simply offers another do- 
nothing solution.” 

Stevenson’s statement. in the 
form of a prefatory summation 
and a 3000-word five-point 
memorandum, served to con- 
tinue the campaign dispute over 
Stevenson’s proposal that the 
United States end the tests as

Stevenson said the President 
had tried to create the impres- 
sion his (Stevenson’s) propo- 
sal would weaken the defenses 
of the United States. 

“He knows better, or at least 
should know better,” Stevenson 
said. “Along with other Demo- 
crais I have been doing all I 
can to keep the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration from slashing our 
defense establishment during 
the last four years.” 

His proposal, Stevenson main- 
tained, would strengthen the 
position of the United States 
with respect to Russia because 
the United States is ahead now 
and a discontinuance of the 
tests would freeze the H-bomb 
race. The President, Stevenson 
went on, “seems insensitive to | 
the danger of radioactive fall- 
out from H-bomb explosions” 
and “seems content to rest the 


future security of the United 


States exclusively on nuclear 
weapons.” 

Stevenson advanced the argu- 
ment he offered at Rock Is- 
land, Ill., last Friday, that if 
testing continues, Russia will 
soon catch up with the United 
States in H-bomb development 
as it did in atomic bomb de- 
velopment, and then there will 
be a question as to what will 
happen next.

Gangsters Also Fined 
$5000 for Conspiring 


to Evade Federal 
Taxes. 
Anthony J. (Tony) Giardano 


and Anthony Lopiparo, St. Louis 
gangsters, were each sentenced 
today to four years in prison 
and fined $5000 for conspiring 
to evade federal income taxes 
in operation of the Twin City 
Distributing Co., a_ cigarette 
vending machine concern. 
Sentence was set by United 
States District Judge Roy. W. 
Harper, who permitted the two 
to remain at liberty under new 
$10,000 bonds pending appeal. 
Maximum punishment would 
have been a five-year prison 
sentence and a $10,000 fine. 
Defense Attorney Mark H. 
‘Hennelly intimated that Lopi- 
_paro deserved consideration be- 
| cause he had spent 18 months in 
| prison on a contempt charge im- 
‘posed by United States District 


Judge George H. Moore for 
‘failure to produce company 
records for grand jury exami- 
nation. Hennelly contended 
that government agents had the 
records, so Lopipare was unable 
to produce them. 

Judge Harper, however, im- 
posed identical sentences on the 
two. 

Giardano and Lopiparo, for- 
mer officers of the Twin City 
firm, were convicted of con- 
| Spiracy to evade taxes for the 
fiscal year ending March 31, 

53. The corporate income 
| tax return filed in 1953 showed 
_a net income of $8344 on which 
the tax due was $2503, but the 
Government contended that the 
income listed should have been 
$34,519 and the tax $14,177. 

There was testimony that the 
gangsters sold counterfeit city 
cigarette tax stamps to dealers 
at “cut rates.” Neither Giar- 
dano nor Lopiparo took the wit- 
ness stand, and the defense pre- 
sented no testimony.

Summarizing results of a 
weekend physical examination 
of the Chief Executive at Wal- 
ter Reed Army Medical Center 
here, the doctors gave Mr. Eis- 
enhower another highly favor- 
able report. They said he had 
no symptoms of heart or intes- | 
tinal trouble.

“There have been no sym- 
toms whatsoever of coronary in- 
sufficiency (angina pectoris) or 
of myocardial insufficiency 
(heart muscle weakness) since 
an early period following the 
heart attack” the new report 
stated. It said the heart sounds 
were normal, and the size of the 
heart shadow unchanged. 

Abdominal Findings. 

Discussing the abdominal find- 
ings, the report said: “The small 
bowel mucosal pattern is nor- 
mal and there is no evidence 
of extension of old disease proc. 
ess.” 

This meant the examination 
found no indication that the 
ileitis from which Mr. Eisen- 
hower suffered had progressed 
beyond the 10 inches of dis- 
eased small intestine which the 
surgeons “bypassed” in the 
June 9 operation. [leitis is an 
inflammation of the small intes- 
tine. 

Thus, with only eight days 
remaining before the election, 
the President's doctors had 
given him an opinion backing 
up his repeated statements of 
recent weeks that he feels fine. 
He has said frequently that any 
time he believed his health was 
not up to the demands of his 
office he would inform the 
American people. 

Except for the reference to 
“no evidence of extension of 
old disease process,” the doc- 
tors expressed no views on 
whether Mr. Eisenhower's ileitis 
might recur. Nor was there any 
references to the chances of an- 
other heart attack. 

Battery of Tests. 

The President was in the hos- 
pital about 26 hours, under- 
going a battery of tests. He 
entered Saturday afternoon, 
stayed overnight, and returned 
to the White House late yester- 
day. 

He remained a little longer 
at the hospital than planned in 
order to confer there with 
Under Secretary of State Her- 
bert Hoover Jr. on the new 
Middle East crisis. After that 
conference, Mr. Eisenhower is- 
sued a statement calling on 
Israel to avoid any action

“With regard to Soviet troops, 
our latest information is that 
they have not yet withdrawn 
from Budapest,” he said. “Our 
information is that further So- 
viet troops are being moved 
into Hungary and brought to 
the capital.” 

In Washington, officials said 
that Russia was reported to 
have moved two divisions of 
troops into Hungary several 
days ago—one direct from the 
Soviet Union and a second from 
neighboring Romania. Supplies 
and military equipment have 
been airlifted from Russia, 
authorities said, to at least one 
airfield outside Budapest be- 
cause of transportation difficul- 
ties along highways and rail- 
roads.

Warnings by Eisenhower. 

President Eisenhower, taking 
a grave view of Israel's mobil- 
ization, said yesterday he had 
sent Premier Ben-Gurion two 
messages cautioning Israel to 
avoid acts “which would en- 
danger the peace.” 

Washington reports said Is- 
rael had mobilized from 150,000 
to 200,000 men along its fron- 


tiers. 
The Israeli

nouncement said “units of Is- 
raeli defense forces attacked 
Kuntilla and the Ras el Naaeb 
Area. 

The announcement added 
troops had taken up a position 
near the Havel road junction 
“toward the Suez canal,” 

The announcement said the 
attack was necessary because 
of what it called continued 
Egyptian attacks on citizens and 
on Israeli sea and land com- 
munications. It said Egypt's 
purpose “is to cause deéstruc- 
tion and deprive residents of 
the possibility of peaceful ex- 
istence.” 

Egyptian Moves Reported. 

Israeli military authorities 
announced earlier that three 
suicide bands of Arab com- 
mandos crossed into Israel 
from the Egyptian-held Gaza 
strip last night and two of the 
groups were captured. In- 
creased activity of these bands 
Was one reason given for the 
Israeli mobilization, 

Israeli security authoritied 
said two Egyptian destroyers 
and other warships apparently 
were headed toward Israel but 
a Cairo dispatch denied this. 

Israei, announcing the call- 
up of reserve battalions in 
what it termed a “partial mobil- 
ization,” denied it had any ag- 
gressive intent. 

Tension in Israel has mount- 
ed since Jordan, which has the 
longest frontier with Israel of 
any Arab state, formed a joint 
military command with Syria 
and Egypt last week. A pro- 
Egyptian parliament was elect- 
ed in Jordan a week ago. 

In the Israeli side of Jerusa- 
lem regular traffic and business 
were slowed by a heavy move- 
ment of troops, guns, tanks and 
reservists. 

Two chartered planes air- 
lifted the first group of 75 
Americans being evacuated 
from Jordan. It was estimated 
250 Americans would. be flown 
out of the country and 25 
more would leave by car. Be- 
cause of the tense situation 
those leaving by car were ad- 
vised to be across the Syrian 
frontier by midnight. 

(A United Press report from 
Damascus, Syria, said 75 United 
States families already have left 
there for Beirut, Lebanon, with 
the rest leaving tomorrow.)

ment informed the United Na- 


ment by the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration. Indeed, the 
President re to Con- 
gress on July 15, 1955, that

We are thus stalled on 
dead center by the rigidity 
of the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration’s approach to the 
problem of disarmament. 
Nevertheless, the President 

“remains,” as he says, “hopeful 
that ... the reality of signifi- 
cant disarmament will come to 
pass.” That hope is, of course, 
shared by all Americans. 

But no one who knows the 
facts is very hopeful that the 
Soviet Union will agree to a 
system of adequate on-the-spot 
inspection within the foresee- 
able future. For any system of 
on-the-spot inspection would re- 
quire a repudiation of that 
secrecy which is indispensable 
to the Communist tyranny that. 
governs the Soviet Union. 

The President, it appears, of- 
fers no solution to the disarma- 


ment stalemate. For so long as 
this stalemate persists, what 
can we expect of the future? 

With no restrictions upon the 
testing of nuclear and thermo- 
nuclear weapons, the atomic 
monopoly is now possessed by 
three nations — the United | 
States, the Soviet Union and 
Great Britain. 

Mr. Stassen, President Eisen- 
hower’s disarmament adviser, 
said five months ago that with- 
in a year the secret of making 
the hydrogen bomb would 
spread all around the world.

On Health Peril. 

President's memorandum: 
“Four: The continuance of the 
present rate of H-bomb testing 
—by the most sober and re- 
sponsible scientific judgment— 
does not imperil the health of 
humanity. On the amout of 
radioactive fallout, including 
strontium 90, resulting from 
tests, the most authoritative 
judgment is that of the inde- 
pendent National Academy of 
Sciences. It reported last June, 
following a study of 150 scien- 
tists of the first rank, that the 
radiation exposures from all 
weapons tests to date—and from 
continuing tests at the same 
rate—is, and would be, only a 
smal] fraction of the exposure 
that individuals receive from 
natural sources and from med- 
ical X-rays during their lives.” 

Many outstanding scientists 
vigorously disagree. Scientists 
emphasize that no one knows 
with certainty whether the 
present rate of H-bomb testing 
will or will not produce signif- 
icant damage to millions of peo- 
ple alive today. This is true 
especially of children; as they 
mature the calcium that goes 
into building up their bones 
will be contaminated with the 
fallout of strontium 90 from 
H-bomb tests. 

On this subject, the National 
Academy of Science reported 
in June 1956: “. ... How much 


strontium 90 intake while still 
safe for people in other parts

The scjentists 
pointed to a report by the British 
Medical Council declaring chil- 
dren’s growing tissues are “par- 
ticularly radiosensitive” and 
so could not tolerate the same 
maximum permissible dose level 
Libby has allotted to humans in 
general. 


The F.A.S. committee also 
said recent Administration ref- 
erences to a National Academy 
of Sciences report on radiation 
have persistently referred to 
the genetics section of the re- 
port and glossed over the re- 
port’s pathological section. It 
is the pathological section which 
warns against the strontium 90 
hazard caused by H-bomb tests. 

And in Pasadena, A. H. Stur- 
tevant, California Institute of 
Technology geneticist and one 
of the scientists who had signed 
the National Academy of Sci- 
ences report on genetic effects 
from radiation, declared: “The 
danger from radioactive stron- 
tium in fallout is greater than 
the information available to-the 
committee led us to suppose.”

But apart from the fact that 
the rate of testing will certainly 
increase, the Administration's 
optimism is misleading for 
another reason—the supposition 
that strontium 90 is absorbed 
uniformly among human beings. 
This is not true. From the 
Atomic Energy Commission's 
own measurements, the people 
of certain areas where the soil 
is low in calcium are absor 
a concentration of Trcudienes 
that is five times above the 
average. Even if further tests 
were discontinued, people in 
those areas would be subjected 
to radiation from strontium 90 
that would exceed by several 
times their absorption from 
natural sources. 

I repeat that the President's 
memorandum fails entirely to 
point out that when it compares 
the dangers of radioactive fall- 
out from H-bomb tests toethe 
exposure from medical X-rays 
or from natural sources, it is

Obviously, the President's 
statement greatly exaggerates 
the degree of certainty that is 
possible on the basis of present 
scientifie knowledge.

Since that

with the United Kingdom—and, 
as has been earlier pointed out, 
there is every prospect that 
within a relatively short time 
other nations will be produc- 
ing nuclear weapons. 

The Federation of American 
Scientists Radiation Hazard 
Committee declared on Oct. 25, 
“Certain areas of the world may 
have already passed the ‘danger 
point’ in strontium 90 satura- 
tion.”

Willard F. Libby, official AEC 
spokesman on fallout hazards, 
has been “very optimistic” in 
his estimates of the danger to 
mankind from radioactive fall- 
out.

H-Bomb Memorandum. 

The President issued several 
memoranda in support of his 
tinuance of exploding large 
H-bombs. 

I will take up the major points 
included in these memoranda in 
some detail. 

The Administration has at- 
tached to the President's state- 
ment a chronology of disarma- 
ment negotiations since the sec- 
ond world war. In his state- 
ment the President refers to 
the fact that “in the past two 
years alone the Soviet Union 
has rejected no less than 14 
American proposals on disarma- 
ment.” 

The reason that the Adminis- 
tration’s efforts to obtain gen- 
eral disarmament have all foun- 
dered has been the Soviet re- 
jection of a system of adequate 
inspection.

Mr. Eisenhower's latest mes- 
sage to Ben-Gurion said he had 
received disturbing reports for 
several days of heavy mobiliza- 
tion of Israel’s armed forces. 
On , after meeting with 
Secretary of State Jolin Foster 
Dulles, the President said, he 
sent a message to Ben-Gurion, 
“expressing my grave concern 
and renewing a previous recom- 
mendation that no forcible initi- 
ative be taken which would en- 
danger the peace.” 


Additional reports later indi- 
cated that the Israeli mobiliza- 
tion “has continued and has be- 
gome almost complete with sub- 
sequent stoppage of many civil 
activities,” the President went 
on. He said the gravity of the 
situation led him to send “a 
further urgent message” to 
Ben-Gurion. 


The President said he also 
had directed discussions with 
Britain and France, which are 
parties with the United States 
to the declaration of May 25, 
1950, which pledges aid to any 
victim of aggression in the 
Arab-Israeli controversy. 

Abba Eban, Israeli Ambassa- 
dor, was called in to see Dulles 
yesterday and told reporters 
afterward that he had assured 
Dulles that Israel’s “sole mo- 
tive” for recent military moves 
was “that we have reason to 
fear an attack upon us by neigh- 
boring states.” 


Eban said Dulles had asked 
him to discuss the reasons be- 
hind Israel’s partial mobiliza- 
tion. The Ambassador said he 
replied that his country’s fear 
had been “intensified by devel- 
opments in Arab policy in the 
past few days.” In a speech 
last night, Eban had repeated 
the Israeli promise that “Israel 
will start no war.” 

Israeli officials here said pri- 
vately that they were surprésed 
at United States alarm over 
the situation. The _ military 
buildup, along the Israeli-Jor- 
danian border, has been in prog- 
ress more than a week. It was 
started after a series of serious 
border clashes between Arab 
and Israeli military forces.

Own answer is that when we 
reach a point where terror can- 
cels out terror, we must turn 
to diplomacy and new ideas to 
find a way toward non-nuclear 
peace.” 

Stevenson repeated his ex- 
pression of concern for the na- 
tions sitting as “helpless spec- 
tators in the nuclear race,” and 
he commended to Mr. Eisen- 
hower and the American people 
a remark the late Albert Ein- 
stein is reported to have made 
when he was asked what kind 
of weapons would be employed 
in the third world war. 

“I don’t know what terrible 
weapons will be used in World 
Warr III,” he quoted Einstein 
as saying, “but I know the 
weapons that will be used in 
World War IV—they will be 
sticks and stones.” 

“Stevenson summarized the 
background of his position 
along these lines: 

The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion is tied rigidly to its “open 
skies” formula for arms control 
and has not made any progress 
toward disarmament. But no 
one who knows the facts is very 
hopeful that the Soviet Union 
will agree to a system of ade- 
quate on-the-spot inspection in 
the foreseeable future because 
that would require the repudia- 
tion of the secrecy necessary to 
Soviet rule. 


H-Bomb Secret to Spread. 


With no restriction on the 
testing of nuclear and thermo- 
nuclear weapons, the atomic 
monopoly now is possessed only 
by the United States, Russia 
and Britain. Harold E. Stassen, 
the President's disarmament 
aid, said five months ago that 
within a year the secret of mak- 
ing the H-bomb would spread 
around the world. 

When other industrialized na- 
tions such as France, Japan, 
Argentina, Czechoslovakia, East 
Germany, India and Communist 
China begin to make and test 
H-bombs, the threat to peace 
will be multiplied and the 
problem of control will be in- 
finitely more difficult. 

As long as the H-bomb is a 
monopoly of three nations, 
there may be a period in which 
it will not be used. But when 
possession of the bomb spreads 
to other countries, an eventu- 
ality unlikely if testing is pro- 
hibited, the danger of its use 
by some irresponsible dictator 
is multiplied. 

Stevenson said the halting of 
the tests would have these 
results:

Eren, who is on a good-will | 
tour of the Midwest, stated that | 
the principle of self-determina- 

tion with all its “sentimental 
connotations has been used by 
Greece to delude world opin- 
ion.” The cry for self-determi- 
nation, he asserted, “is a pre- 
text for the annexation of Cy- 
prus to Greece—a pretext for 
the unilateral change of bound- 
aries and denial of internation- 
al obligations.” 

Stating that Cyprus is 700 
miles from Greece and “within 
a stone’s throw of Turkey,” he 
said the “unlimited application 
of the principle of self-deter- 
mination could lead to compli- 
cations with Greek boundaries.” 

Eren said “Turkey stands like 
an immovable island of peace in 
the midst of a stormy ocean. 
Turkey contains these threats

INSTRUCTIONS TO VOTERS 


A vote for names of candidates for president and vice-president is a vote for the electors of that 
party, the names of whom are on file with the secretary of state. 


On receipt of his ballot the voter shall forthwith, and without leaving the enclosed space, retire 
alone to one of the voting booths so provided, and shall prepare his ballot for voting in the fol. 
lowing manner: Should the voter desire to vote a “straight” party ticket he shall place a cross 
(X) mark in the circle immediately below the party name. If the voter desires to vote for one or 
more candidates on more than one party ticket, by voting what is commonly called a “split ticket,” 
he may place a cross (X) mark in the circle immediately below one party name and mark cross 
(X) marks in the squares at the Jeft of the names of candidates on other tickets for whom he 
wishes to vote. If the voter desires to vote for one or more candidates whose name or names do 
not appear on the printed ballot, he may do so by drawing a line through the printed name 
of candidate for such office and writing below such cancelled name the name of the person for 
whom he desires to vote, and placing a cross mark in the square at the left of such name, The 
squares so marked shall take precedence over the cross marked in the circle. Where there are 
two or more candidates for like office in a group, a cross (X) mark in the square to the left of 
a candidate's name automatically votes against the candidate whose name appears within the same 
horizontal lines in the column under the ¢irele in which appears the cross (X) mark, unless the 
voter indicates another candidgte to be voted against by drawing a line through such candidate's 
name. All candidates of the party whose circle is marked shall be counted as voted for excepting 
where squares are crossed preceding the names of the candidates in other columns. If two or 
more candidates for the same office are thus designated, neither shall be counted. If the cross 
(X) mark is not placed in the circle immediately below the party name at the head of the col- 
uma, but does appear in the squares opposite the various candidates’ names, then only these 
names shall be counted for, an none other. A cross (X) mark is any line crossing any other line 
at any angle within the voting space, and no ballot shall be declared void because a cross (X) 

erein is irregular in form, It shall not be lawful to deface or tear a ballot in any manner 
nor to erase any printed name “except as provided above in this section.” figure, word or letter 
therefrom, nor to erase any mark made thereon by such voter, nor inclose in the folded ballot 
any other paper or any article. If the voter deface or tear a ballot, or wrongly mark the name 
or an erasure therein, he may obtain one additional ballot on returning to a judge in 
charge of the ballots the one so defaced or wrongly marked. A ballot placed in the ballot box 
without any marks shall not be counted. Ballots shall be counted only for the person for whom 
the marks thereon are applicable; when a voter shall place a mark against two or more names 
for the same office, and only one candidate is to be chosen for the office, none of the candi- 
dates shall be deemed to have been voted for and the ballots shall not be counted for either 
such candidate. Before leaving the booth the voter shall fold his ballot in such a manner as to 
conceal his marks thereon. He shall mark hie ballot without undue delay. He shall then hand 


the ballot to the judge of election selected to take ballots. The voter shall quit and leave said 
enclosed place as soon as possible.

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Against Amendment No. I 
The proposed Missouri Constitutional Amend- 
ment No. 1 cunningly combines four separate 
and distinct propositions in a single package that 
voters must either accept or reject in its entirety. 
It is strictly a take-it-or-leave-it proposition. In 
our opinion Missourians will be wise to leave it. 
Submitted by the Sixty-eighth General As- 
sembly and motivated in no small measure by 
the desire of a large number of Legislators to 
raise their own salaries, the proposal aims at 
making four important changes in the state's 
fundamental law. These changes would: 


1. Require the holding of regular sessions of 
the Legislature annually instead of every two 
years as at present. In odd-numbered years the 
regular session would run for six months instead 
of the five currently prescribed. Standing alone 
this provision is not particularly objectionable. 

2. Provide in even-ftumbered years for a 60-day 
session that would be limited to appropriation 
and revenue measures only. It is debatable how 
such a session would profit the general interest; 
in our opinion it is unnecessary. 


3. Automatically convene the Legislature into 
a “veto” session after any regular session if the 
Governor vetoed a bill or reduced an appropri- 
ation. This is a useless, even dangerous, proposal 
and provides cause enough for rejecting the en- 
tire package. 

For one thing, it undoubtedly would cause the 
convening of many needless “veto” sessions. 
Under terms of the provision the Legislature 
would have to be given an opportunity to over- 
ride a Governor’s veto regardless of the sub- 
stance of the veto. Thus it would apply even to 
minor reductions of appropriation items, to ve- 
toes made necessary by errors in the passage of 
a bill and even in cases where a Governor 
thought the measure in question was clearly un- 
constitutional, This is absurd. 

Strangely enough, however, this provision for 
the automatic “veto” session would not apply to 
bills passed in any special session that might be 
called by the Governor. 

Overriding a veto requires the vote of two- 
thirds of the elected members of each house, not 
merely of those who happen to be present on the 
day the roll is called. And that is a fairly steep 
obstacle. So steep, in fact, that no executive 
veto of a legislative measure has been overrid- 
den in at least the last 30 years. 

According to the Missouri Public Expenditure 
Survey, the only overridden veto in the state's 
history seems to have occurred in the administra- 
tion of Missouri’s first Governor, Alexander Mc- 
Nair. The Legislature overrode his veto of a 
measure setting legislative salaries. And that 
brings us to part four of the proposed amend- 
ment: 

4. Provide more liberal expense allowances 
for the Legislators and authorize them by their 
own act to increase their annual salaries, which 
are now set by the Constitution. And if a 
Governor should veto such a proposal, the As- 
sembly would have to be called back into session 
to consider whether or not to override. 

There is reason to believe that legislative 
salaries ($1500 a year, payable at the rate of 
$125 a month) ought to be raised, and that the 
lawmakers are entitled to more realistic expense 
allowances. But the method proposed here will 
strike many voters as unsound and objectionable. 

Gov. Donnelly and former Governors Forrest 
Smith, Forrest Donnell, Lloyd C. Stark and 
Henry S. Caulfield have expressed opposition to 
Amendment No, 1, particularly to the mandatory 
veto session. Gov. Donnelly and ex-Governors 
Smith and Stark are Democrats; former Gover- 
nors Donnell and Caulfield are Republicans. So 
this is clearly no partisan matter. 

Only the title of Amendment No. 1 will appear 
on the ballot and only a simple majority of the 
votes cast on the proposal are necessary for 
passage. These considerations suggest that Mis- 
souri voters will have to be on guard Nov. 6 
lest the General Assembly’s package get into 
the Constitution. The best way for voters to 
defend themselves is to mark their ballots 
AGAINST the Amendment. 
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Dangerous Course in Israel 

Israel's large-scale mobilization, and move- 
ment of troops to its borders, are unfortunate 
developments which have inflamed an already- 
dangerous situation in the Middle East. Its 
gravity is underlined by the State Department's 
warning to all Americans not performing essen- 
tial functions to move out, , 

If the Israel near-full mobilization is main- 
tained, neighboring Arab states may be likely to 
reply with similar counter-measures. President 
Eisenhower says he has no indication that they 
have so far undertaken “such large-scale mobil- 
ization.” The objective of diplomacy there- 
fore clearly is that of inducing the government 
at Tel Aviv to relax its posture. 

Pending talks by the United States with 
Great Britain and France will doubtless be di- 
rected toward this end. Concrete information 
on troop dispositions in the neighboring states 
should help reassure the Israeli Government. It 
will surely not wish to hold itself in readiness 
for a fight which its neighbors show no con- 
clusive sign of joining. 
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Censorship in the Pentagon 

Military science is in a state of flux the world 
over as a result of the startling progress being 
made in the newer weapons field: The problem 
is particularly pressing in the United States 
where the Department of Defense seems al- 
most committed to a nuclear bombing policy. 

The Air Force fares well with its Strategic 
Air Command in the ascendancy. The Navy, with 
its atomic submarines and giant aircraft carriers 
in being, on the ways and on blueprint, has 
edged well into the nuclear field. Both services 
can fight either a small conventional war or a 
nuclear war. But the Army, particularly hard hit 
by Administration economy, is not faring so well. 

Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, its Chief of Staff, has 
his hands full as he tries to ready the Army for 
nuclear tactics and also retain its capability for 
conventional warfare. This particular problem 
is one of vital interest to every American. If 
the United States should be able to fight only 
a nuclear war, its position would indeed be peril- 
ous if a small scale war broke out and’ it had no 
army capable of conventional warfare. So Gen. 
Taylor is hard put as he strives for the balanced 
army that the world situation and the changing 
military technology-and science demand, 

Gen. Taylor and four of his top generals had 
intended to lay mast of this situation before the 
Association of the United States Army conven- 
tion in Washington, Military men and civilians 
at the meeting had hoped to learn about the 
revolutionary changes in sight. 

But the speeches dealing with this vital sub- 
ject were eliminated in four instances and emas- 
culated in a fifth. This drastic Defense Depart- 
ment censorship was inflicted not for security 
reasons but simply for policy. It was feared, ac- 
cording to reports, that the original speeches 
might have offended the Air Force. It is indeed 
a strange sort of censorship which prevents air- 
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ing of a vital subject simply on the ground that 
it is against Pentagon policy. So this subject 
remains one to be fully ventilated so that all the 
people may understand it. 
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Echo of An Unkept Pledge 

The time to talk of changing the nation’s back- 
ward immigration law is just before election. So 
President Eisenhower has conferred with Ed- 
ward Corsi, and Mr. Corsi says the President 
“appreciates the need of a fairer immigration 
law” and will no doubt talk about it soon. 

Mr. Eisenhower appreciated the need for im- 
migration law revision four years ago, but noth- 
ing has been done about it. Mr. Corsi, however, 
was fired by Secretary of State Dulles last year 
after 90 days as an immigration adviser. At that 
time Mr. Corsi made it plain he wanted to liber- 
alize immigration policies. The Administration 
did not back him up; it simply got rid of him. 

Immigration policy is not, of course, simply 
a partisan issue. The present McCarran-Walter 
Act was sponsored by Democrats, with strong 
Republican support. Former President Truman 
vetoed the measure. But today immigration re- 


_ form represents an wnkept pledge of the Eisen- 


‘hower Administration. 

In 1952 Mr. Eisenhower said repeatedly that 
“the McCarran law must be rewritten.” Once 
elected, however, he did not make any specific 
recommendations to the Eighty-third Congress. 
As a substitute for thorough revision of immigra- 
tion policy, the Administration offered the spe- 
cial Refugee Relief Act. That expired this year 
with some 50,000 quotas still unused. 

In the Eighty-fourth Congress, the Administra- 
tion did sponsor 10 proposed immigration 
changes, but by that time the Republicans had 
lost control of Congress and the Administration 
had lost its best opportunity to keep its cam- 
paign commitment. Nothing was done to push 
these proposals into law. 

The Republican party’s national platform now 
contains a promise to push this program which 
was not pushed before, and to complete admis- 
sions under the refugee act which were not com- 
pleted before. By contrast, the Democratic plat- 
form specifically urges revision of the “national 
origins” quota system which is at the heart of 
the unrealistic immigration quotas. 

Neither party can take much satisfaction in 
the record on immigration. But the record shows 
that the Republican Administration had four 
years in which to make a determined effort to 
revise the law and did not even make the effort. 
Yet now the same pledges will be heard again. 
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Who Wants to Be Seasick ? 


With the new Mayflower still being readied 
for a voyage from Plymouth to Plymouth — 
England to Massachusetts—comes word from 
Quebec that a replica of the vessel in which 
Samuel de Champlain crossed from France to 
Canada 350 years ago is to be built to repeat his 
gallant adventure. 

Just when travelers are mindful that even 
modern liners are not really unsinkable, this 
revived passion for cockleshells and seasick- 
ness is a bit puzzling. Surely there are more 
comfortable and more impressive ways of ob- 
serving historic occasions. At that, seventeenth- 
century sailing vessels seem preferable to the 
Kon-Tiki and other rafts which contemporaries 
have trusted to carry them across the Pacific. 

Like most midlanders, we like the ocean. And 


like most men living in this bomb-haunted cen- / 


tury, we occasionally wish that our goings and 
comings had been set in what are supposed to 
have been more simple, more quiet times. But 
such wishes have been fathered by a desire for 
more comfort and assurance, not less. No row- 
boat in a storm for us. But every man to his 
taste—especially since nobody ever appointed 
us Admiral of the Ocean to enforce our own 
rules against our own notions of foolhardiness. 

Or has work-a-day prudence killec our appre- 
ciation of adventure and publicity? 
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100 Lawyers Speak Up 

Many citizens have wondered when the law- 
yers of the nation would speak up against the 
long-continuing abusive attacks on the United 
States Supreme Court by anti-segregationists, 
rightwing self-styled “patriots” and others. If 
the bar has been patient, not to say reticent, it 
has now spoken out through some of its very 
ablest members over the country. 

Under the leadership of former Senator 
George Wharton Pepper of Pennsylvania, a 
group of 100 lawyers has issued a statement that 
fills the void that has encouraged still more at- 
tacks on the Supreme Court’s integrity. Here 
are ringing extracts from the statement: 

No institution of our government, includ- 
ing the judiciary, stands beyond the reach 
of criticism, but these attacks have been so 
reckless in their abuse, so heedless of the 
value of judicial review and so dangerous 
in fomenting disrespect for our highest law 
they deserve to be repudiated by the legal 
profession and by every thoughtful citizen. 

To appeal for “resistance” to decisions 
of the court “by any lawful means” is to 
utter a self-contradiction, whose ambiguity 
can only be calculated to promote disrespect 
for our fundamental law. 

St. Louisans evn take pride in the fact that 
six members of the bar of this community— 
James M. Douglas, Arthur J. Freund, John Rae- 
burn Green, Milton D. Gr Jacob M. Lashly 
and Ethan A. H. Shepley—Sre among the sign- 
ners.

President Eisenhower has had his promised 
pre-election “head-to-toe” physical checkup at 
Walter Reed Hospital. The Army doctors have 
pronounced him as giving “every appearance of 
being in excellent health.” With this behind 
him, the G.O.P. nominee has flown to Florida 
for a day of rigorous campaigning in a state 
that cast its electoral vote for him in 1952. 


The American people, we believe, will feel 
reassured by the health report. And they will 
hope that there are no undisclosed dangers, as 
the ileitis condition was not disclosed by the 
extensive examination last spring that so shortly 
preceded the President’s abdominal attack and 
emergency operation. May this new examina- 
tion stand up for a long time to come! 


Unhappily there can be little reassurance in 
another area—the area of presidential respon- 
sibility. Mr. Eisenhower said he felt “fine’—if 
he could “just get the other worries off his 
head.” Problems, hard, serious, perplexing, are 
the inevitable lot of the President of the United 
States. No matter who is elected Nov. 6, the 
prospect is that the “worries” will go right on 
at the White House. He who serves there will 
be fortunate if they do not increase in the next 
four years.

America’s booming, and doesn’t want 
to think about anything else. Peace and 
prosperity—that’s the Republican “soft 
sell”—and who doesn’t want to buy 
that? God’s in the White House (or 
hovers very near), the Democrats are 
on the thorn, where they belong, and 
all’s right with the American world. 


The Dollar As Small Change 


A boom is as active as a bull—and 
perhaps no brainier. New York is being 
torn apart (more than a hundred new 
skyscrapers since 1947); the railroads 
are going to pot—though even s0 
they’re still more comfortable and func- 
tion better than Britain's. 


~~ Prosperity is expensive. A haircut, 
shampoo, and shave costs $4; a milk 
shake 30 cents—but you get three times 
as much as in the mingy British ver- 
sion. A dollar has become small change; 
but Americans have lots of dollars. 


What about McCarthy and McCarthy- 
ism? If you ask your friends, you get 
the same slightly embarrassed but 
cheerful rejoinders as about the road 
signs on “enemy action.” That bogy- 
man is all washed up, they say. But is 
he? Joe McCarthy is a favorite with 
the Right-wing rabble. They still think 
“Joe knows what he’s talking about.” 


Meantime his stand-ins are still in 
business: the Pund for the Republic, an 
off-shoot of the Ford Foundation set 
up to guard against infringements of 
civil liberties, is still attacked by the 
Committee on Un-American Activities. 


All the important people have learned 
to talk like the advertising fraternity. 
In Chicago, at a serious conference, 
serious men kept saying: “Is there any 
mileage in that?” or “Yes, I think we 
can get some mileage out of that.” 


‘Everybody Talks Like That’ 


Some other samples: “Let's throw 
this on the ground and walk around it”; 
“Let’s see how the cookie crumbles.” 
(My favorite—“Let’s run this one up 
the flagpole and see who salutes’’—is 
apparently a phony.) 

President Eisenhower has made dou- 
ble-talk respectable. His press con- 
ferences are now reported verbatim (at 
least by The New York Times and the 
Herald Tribune) and though these man- 
gled, ambiguous, drifting quasi-sen- 
tences are as much of a shock to the 


eye as the road signs, no one is shocked. 
Perhaps no one reads them in the 
undressed original; a more likely ex- 
planation is that no one sees anything 
extraordinary in them because every- 
body talks like that. It’s a useful way 
of talking that allows the speaker to 
explain what he meant or even what 
he said. (Nixon and McCarthy are both 
past masters at it.) No wonder Steven- 
son felt it was time to talk sense to the 
American people. 

New York editor said to me: 
“America is completely concerned with 
itself. We're now resigned to the fact 
everybody dislikes us, and that what- 
ever we do outside America will win us 
enmity from somebody. Therefore 
we're determined to act, when we have 
to, only for our own nationai interest. 


“We no longer look up to Britain in 
any way, for clothes, writers, advice, 
character, gumption — anything. We 
think the British are definitely second- 
rate and incompetent, as a nation and 
as individuals. We like Spaniards and 
Scandinavians better. Xenophobia in 
the United States has greatly increased, 
and we don’t like any foreigners much. 
But we're really impervious to them.” 


Attitude Toward the World 


In every country the illusion is strong 
that here is the center of real life. In 
America today the illusion is over- 
powering. Thanks to expeditionary 
forces in two world wars and the grow- 
ing fashion of trips to Europe, a small 
segment of the huge American popula- 
tion has proved to its own satisfaction 
that foreign parts do actually exist and 
are inhabited, in un-American ways, by 
non-American human beings. (All right 
for a visit—but live that way? Oh, 
brother!) 

But for the vast majority of Ameri- 
cans the outer world has at best an in- 
termittent and second-hand existence. 
And Americans can give themselves co- 
gent reasons why their illusion of being 
at the center is not an illusion at all. 
Where else have they so many motor- 
cars, television sets, refrigerators, wash- 
ing machines? And wouldn’t everyone 
like to have this American way of life 
if they could? It’s self-evident. 


Peace-Prosperity Illusion 


I talked with one pessimist, situation- 
wise. He said: “The country is soggy. 
Americans have no understanding of 
what's going on and no one will do any- 
thing about it if they did understand. 
What’s going on is the conquest (by 
persuasion, by “peaceful means) of the 
world by socialism. What’s going on in 
America is the gradual dragooning of 
an increasingly ignorant citizenry who 
only want a leader and who have an in- 
creasing stake, from benefits and pre- 
requisites, in the state machine.” 


Adlai Stevenson, who is the kind of 
American I believe in, is not a pessi- 
mist. He is now engaged in the enor- 
mous task of trying to bring a majority 
of Americans to their senses. 


“The country is peaceful and pros- 
perous,” said James Reston in The 
New York Times. “It is suffering un- 
der the illusion that it is more peace- 
ful and prosperous than it is.” 


Certainly a very large minority need 
little or no persuasion to rub their 
eyes. For there are millions of Ameri- 
cans—perhaps they are actually in the 
majority—who are deeply uneasy about 
the boom, the kind of isolated peace and 
insulated prosperity that America now 
enjoys, or pretends it is enjoying. 

The America the Republicans are try- 
ing to sell to the American people is a 
solid gold Cadillac. And no American 
needs to be told what that means. It 
means it’s not absolutely solid, Mister.

Her theme is that today the nest, in- 
stead of becoming empty, is overflow- 
ing with married children, children’s 
children, children’s friends and rela- 
tives, and the economic and spiritual 
problems of all. 

Adair Moreland, after attending lec- 
tures every Thursday at the Adult Edu- 
cational Alliance, decides she must 
avoid “the old, familiar story ... the 

: heartache of the 
middle years, the 
tragedy oof the 
empty nest” that 
the lecturer has 
movingly por- 
trayed. With the 
full consent of her 
husband, she gets 
herself a job that 
she loves. She finds 
she likes going to 
“business” and en- 
joys earning money 
of her own. But 
the empty. days 
never come, and 
the money is never 
hers. Her children’s problems with 
their babies, their cars, wedding parties 
and showers, vacations, and doctors’ 
bills fall upon her husband and herself. 
At first, as capably and as tirelessly 
as possible, the Morelands try to meet 
the children’s demands, but they finally 
become worn out not only with the prob- 
lems continually dumped on them by 
the younger generation but by the re- 
sponsibilities they have. assumed for 
their own parents. 

When they timidly mention to their 
children their own approaching old age 
and their desire to provide for it, they 
are told they will have pensions and 
anyway, old people have few needs. It’s 
the young people who need new cars, 
new houses, and expensive clothes. 

Their children are not monsters, they 
feel; they are just beautiful young peo- 
ple with insatiable desires. There is 
nothing wrong with them at all but 
youth. 

Long before the generous Adair and 
her sympathetic husband decide to get 
firm and tell their children to grow up, 
this reader was tired of the irresponsi- 
ble, self-centered young people and 
wanted “‘to tell them off” by closing the 
book and forgetting it all. 

However, the reader hastens to add 
that the impatience indicated by the 
last sentence is not to be taken as final 
literary criticism. Since mothers, fa- 
thers, and children are here to stay and 
the problem of subsidizing the younger 
generation does seem a real one for 
many, the antics of a very charming 
family are not only entertaining but 
instructive.

Between Tito and Kremlin?

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Mickey Mantle Not a Theorist 
On Batting Like Williams and 
Musial---He Just Wants Results’ 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29 (UP)—When it comes to hitting, all 
Mickey Mantle cares about are results. 


He admits “I have some ad- 
vantage being a switch hitter” 
but that’s about as far as he'll 
go into the theory of what 
_ makes him tick as a slugger. 

About the really t nical as- 
pects of propelling aseball 
into outer space, a sumpect in- 
triguing to students like Ted 
Williams and Stan Musial, the 
Oklahoma kid of the Yankees 
couldn't care less. 

Mantle neither knows nor 
wonders about which arm actu- 
ally generates the most power 
or which one is more efficient 
as he swings away at a pitch. 
Statistics are available on how 
he fares batting both right and 


left-handed but figures can't 


tell the story. 

“Tell you the truth,” he says 
with a disarming smile, “I never 
thought much about it. I know 
_the percentages are in my favor 
being a switcher but I never 
though about where the most 
power comes from.” 

Ted Knows ‘What’ and ‘Why.’ 
_ Williams is regarded as per- 
haps baseball history's most 
complete student of the fing,ert 
of batting. Ted knows every séc- 
-ond not only what he is doing 
but what the pitcher is doing. 
Furthermore, he knows why. 


Musial is a less publicized | 


expert than Williams but theory 
intrigues him, too. 

Once he asked Golfer Sam 
Snead to explain how he got his 
tremendous power off the tees 
and old Sammy, par of

golf's most beautiful swing, ex- 
plained it simply. 

“I guide the club with my 
left arm,” said Rightie Snead, 
“and bang through with my 
right for the power.” 

That brought a satisfied glint 
to Musial’s eye, for he uses the 
same theory with a baseball bat 
except in reverse, because he's 
a left-hander. 

“I just wanted to check with 
an expert,” he told Sam. ‘‘to be 
sure I'd been doing it right all 
these vears.”’ 

357 as Lefty to 176. 

The figures do tell a story on 
Mantle but an exact appraisal 
is virtually impossible because 
Mickey batted much more fre- 
quently left-handed than he did 
right—357 “at bats” as a lefty

On that basis, if you consider 
it conclusively, he’s a_ better 
slugger as a lefty but hits for 
higher average as a right- 
hander.

Sweating Windows. 


ERE it is almost 1957 and 

we still have windows that 

sweat in cold weather. 
What's more, the only remedy 
we have for this problem is the 
same remedy we had in 1956, 
1946, 1936 and even as far back 
as 1006 when I was a boy. 


If you have windows that 
sweat, equip them with storm 
sashes. This, of course, is quite 
an investment; but the storm 
sashes will pay for themselves 
in fuel saving and comfort over 
a period of years and usually 
— the sweating once and for 


If, after the storm windows 
are up, the inside windows con- 
tinue to sweat, weatherstrip the 
storm window. Sweating of the 
inside window indicates that 
cold air is getting around the 
storm sash and chilling off the 
inside glass. 


Sometimes it’s the storm 
sash, not the inside window 
that does the sweating. In this 
case, weatherstrip the inside 
window and open the vents on 
the storm sash. If the storm 
sash frame does not have a 
vent, drill a half-inch hole at 
the top and bottom of the sash. 
The purpose of opening the 
vent or drilling the holes in 
the storm sash frame is to 
enable any moist air that is 
getting into the space between 
storm and inside window to 
flow outside before it can con- 


| dense on the storm-sash glass. 


Weatherstripping the inside 
sash helps to prevent the flow 
of moist air from inside the 
house to the space between the 
two sashes. 


These remedies will usually 
do the trick in most cases. 


Making Jelly

If making basle dough for 
yeast rolls or cake ahead of 
time, grease top ef dough, 
cover with bowl cover or two 
thicknesses of waxed paper, 
tied on securely.

REDESTINATION is thoughtfully examined in “THE 
NIGHT MY NUMBER CAME UP,” a low-keyed but 
rather eerie suspense film from Britain, showing at the

based on fact, as recounted by Air Mar- 
shal Sir Victor Goddard of the Royal New 
Zealand Air Force in a Saturday Evening 
Post article in 1951. R. C. Sheriff's liter- 
ate script closely follows that story. An 
air marshal, played by Michael Redgrave, 
learns at a cocktail party in Shanghai that 
a man who didn’t know him had dreamed 
the night before that a Dakota airplane, in which the mar- 
shal, a high government official, five crews members, two 
civilian men and a woman, and other military personnel, 
altogether totaling 13, had crashed on “a rocky shingly 
shore, in the evening, in a storm.” 

The marshal laughs at the incident. Next day he starts 
off to Tokyo in his own Dakota, and the facts begin to 
check with the dream with a frightening persistency. Last 
minute additions to the passenger list make the plane's 
erew and passengers total 13, all as described in the dream. 

The edgy tone is set by Alexander Knox as an old 
China hand who has imbued Oriental superstition. When 
the last condition of the dream, the coming aboard of a 
“coarse, flashy man,” an obnoxious commercial traveler 
(George Rose) is met, Knox is reduced almost to hysteria. 
Then the radio fails, and the pilot gets lost in a snow- 
storm over Japan. The wings ice up, the fuel is ex- 
hausted, The pilot noses the plane down, Before them 
looms a “rocky shingly shore.” Anyone who has ever had 
a nightmare in which he finds himself trapped, numb and 
helpless in the face of threatening death can appreciate 
the spot they’re in. 

Director Leslie Norman builds up imperceptibly the 
underlying tension to the terror of this climax, and the 
conflict between skepticism and gradually increasing fear 
is realistically done, . It is suspense melodrama which never 
defeats itself by trying too hard, whee lets the disturb- 
ing effect creep up on you. 


All Right, Ringo, Make Y ur Play 


In “THE FASTEST GUN ALIVE,” at LOEW’S STATE, 
Glenn Ford is a moody storekeeper hn a small Western town 
who has something on his mind out of the past which fin- 
ally drives him into getting drunk and boasting he is “the 
fastest gun alive.” Plugs two silver dol- 
lars tossed at the satne time in the air to 
prove it, too. Over in another town Brod- 
erick Crawford is calling out a famous 
gunman and goading him into a duel to 
prove that he’s the fastest man on the 
draw in the West. Seems Brod just can't 

4 stand anybody being faster. It is inevit- 
able, by movie laws of magnetic attractions, that these two 
forces should be drawn together for a showdown. Trouble 
is, the Frank Gilroy-Russell Rouse screenplay takes so long 
doing it that you're apt to doze off. However, the blast of 
the climactic gun duel will wake you up in time for a real 
tricky ending. 

For all the fact that it {s somewhat different—for in- 
stance, one of the gunslingers, Ford, has never killed a man 
because he’s scared to fight, and Crawford has killed many 
because he’s scared not to—the film is pretty sketchy in its 
examination of psychological compulsions. It is badly over- 
padded—it could have been told in half the footage. And 
it isn’t very plausible in its faithful adherence to the code 
of the draw. It never occurs to any of the townpeople, 
threatened by the maddened killer with destruction of their 
town by burning, to sneak home, get a rifle, and shoot 
the bad man in the back when he puts his ugly mug out- 
side the saloon.

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‘River of Writing’ in Bolivian Jungle 


Expedition Also Discovers What May 
Be Legendary Road of the Incas Down 


Andes; Symbols Located on Boulder 


By Joseph R. Marshall 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29 (INS). 
HE Amazonia Foundation 
reported today discovery of 
a jungle-covered “river of 

writing” near the remains of 
what may be a legendary road 
of the Incas down the Andes. 

Three miles up where the 
road seems to begin, the foun- 
dation located a stone jaguar 
head. The head, thousands of 
years old, was marked with 
symbols like those of ancient 
Chinese, Greek and Middle East 
civilizations, 

But the major find was un- 
covered near a jungle section 
of what appeared to be the 
same, once stone-paved road. 

It is a huge boulder marked 
with mysterious signs appar- 
ently put there “by some people 
with the intent to communi- 
cate” years ago. 

Amazonia Foundation Presi- 
dent George Michanowsky be- 
lieves the discoveries “may 
throw a new light on whether 
writing existed in pre-Colum- 
bian times.” The accepted 
theory is that no ancient Amer- 
ican peoples had learned to 
write before the time of Co- 
lumbus. 

The foundation's dramatic air 
and land expedition was made 
this summer with Bolivian Gov- 
ernment co-operation. 

The finds all have back- 
grounds in legend, rumor and 
archeology. A few tantalizing 
bits of information, suspected 
and then garnered from Indians 
and people who had been near 
the area, made Michanowsky 
suspicious. Cross-examination, 
analysis and re-analysis led to 
a belief large stones with pre- 
historic markings might be 
found at some unlocated “river 
of writing.” 

But no such boulders or river 
could be pinpointed on the map 
nor had they ever been sys- 
tematically photographed. The 
sixteenth century Spanish con- 
quistadots tracking down “El 
Dorado” and gold secreted by 
Incas had heard of a fabled 
road to the northeast. But no 
one knew where it was. 

The foundation hopes fo 
prove out its finds more fully 
with expeditions next year. 
Michanowsky returned to New 
York this month after the ex- 
pedition, dubbed “Kelkata” or 
“Writing,” into the area north- 
east of La Paz, where the hem- 
isphere’s highest mountains 
drop straight down, three miles 
to the Amazon jungle. 

He spoke with scientific cau- 
tion, but great excitement, of 
the finds, one—the “river of 
writing’ stone— expected, and 
the other two discovered by 
chance and careful observation. 

Only a bad dry season that 
contributed to violent food riots 
in La Paz—expedition members 
had to duck bullets at one time 
—and the unusual onset of the 
rainy season forced the scien- 
tists, engineers, pilots and of- 
ficials to quit for the year. 

President Herman Siles Zuazo 
of Bolivia has informed Micha-

nowsky that he will receive Bo- 
livia’s highest possible honor, 
“the Condor of the Andes” for 
his work. The 36-year-old New 
Yorker, educated at Montana 
College, Switzerland, and the 
University of Rome, is founder 
as well as president of the 
Amazonia organization, the only 
privately -supported American 
foundation devoted to archeo- 
logical and similar work in 
South America. 

Michanowsky’'s interest in an- 
cient writing and its similarity 
in distant civilizations has fo- 
cused some of the foundation's 
work on the question of ancient 
American writing. 

He long has been investigat- 
ing a “river of writing,” or 
“khaweera kelkata,” as it is 
called in the Aymara Indian 
language. No pre-Inca or other 
old South American civilization 
is believed to have known 
script. The Aymara, who do not 
know how to write, have this 


word, “kelkata,” which means 
writing, in their own ancient 
tongue. 


How then did they form this 
word? Why then did they tell 
of some “khaweera kelkata?” 


i: wer. « 
NE possibility Michanowsky 
believed might be suggested 
is that in ancient times the 

Aymara, their ancestors, con- 

querors or neighbors had known 

how to write. He determined 

to find some answers. . 

Years of preparation included 
study of ancient writing and 
“petroglyphs” — stone, surface- 
carved signs named by Michan- 
owsky and of which he wrote 
the definition for the forthcom- 
ing edition of the Encyclopedia 
Americana. Then came this 
summer's expedition. 

Preliminary “on the spot” re- 
search began early in July with

the full co-operation and help 
of Bolivian airmen, officials and 
citizens. They included Corps 
of Engineers Cols. Rene Reque 
and Humberto Arandia who 
served as liaison between jun- 
gle and mountain groups; Maj.

Alto military airbase, highest in 
the world at 14,000 feet, Pilot 
Lt. Herberto Olmos, photogra- 
phy chief Capt. Rodolfo Saave- 
dra and Lt. Guillermo Mendoza, 
oblique camera specialist. 


Bolivian pilots started in 
early August to fly air survey 
sorties. They had first to chart 
the poorly mapped area.

Analysis showed the road to 
be — Michanowsky believes — 
pre-Inca, and possibly the road 
by which the conquered Incas 
fled with gold. x 

Meanwhile expedition mem- 
bers were checking various 
finds in the area. One of them 
was a jaguar head picked up on 
an island in Lake Titicaca. 
When Michanowsky saw the 
head he noticed with delight 
the vital symbols painted on it. 

In mid-September the expe- 
dition set out by jeep and 
truck. Then by mule and on 
foot to the site of the new 
mapped “river of writing.” The 
region was supposed to be sub- 
tropical, but when they got to 
the expected “confluence of two 
rivers,” they found the prover- 
bial “green hell of the Ama- 
zon.”

Yet, to 
these eyes, the scenes in Van 
Gogh’s Holland and Arles wete 
vivid and brilliant almost be- 
yond belief. You will find it a 
most stimulating and rewarding 
film—and one which will bring 
the name of Van Gogh to the 
lips of moviegoers throughout 
the country.

I could not 
believe that that was the cor- 
rect pronunciation, so I con- 
sulted Webster's Unabridged, 
and at that time Noah agreed 
with the instructor. Now, how- 
ever, all my literate and artistic 
friends pronounce it’ Van Goh 
(rhymes with ‘go’) for which I 
can find no authority. Would 
you advise me to stick to ‘Van 
Kok,’ change to ‘Van Goh,’ or 
just stop talking about the 
guy?” 

Well, with that new film 
coming along, it won't be 
feasible to “stop talking about 
the guy,” so here’s one opinion 
that you may as well settle for 
“Van Goh.” The reason is that 
it simply is not possible for 
most English-speaking people 
to duplicate the Dutch pronun- 
ciation which begins and ends 
with what the phoneticians call 
a “fricative ch sound,” similar 
to the German a‘ach.” 

The practical thing, then, is 
to accept the Anglicized pro- 
nunciation which the American 
College Dictionary now lists as 
first choice—and have a go at

Otherwise 
they would not be accepting the 
Polish insistence on indepen- 
dence in the way they are evi- 
dently being forced to do it. 

One cannot help feeling that 
the Soviets’ acceptance of Pres- 
ident Tito and his regime has 
been a very encouraging sign to 
the other satellite countries. 
Now the Hungarians seem to be 
following the Poles, and there 
is not much doubt that there 
will be support in western 
countries for this kind of move 
in the satellite nations toward 
independence. They may con- 
tinue to be Communist nations, 
but it will be their own kind 
of Communism—which is, after 
all, the pattern Tito established 
in Yugoslavia.

THIS WHOLE situation puts 
a new complexion on the pos- 
sibility that Western Germany 
and Eastern Germany may de- 
cide to unite without asking 
anybody's permission. 


This will, of course, be 
weighed in the light of whether 
the Soviet Union can use force 
to prevent it. Yet it will cer- 
tainly be a temptation and per- 
haps an incentive to the West 
and East Germans to work to- 
gether to try to find a way of 
joining. This may make a tre- 
mendous change in the whole 
European situation.
